Patorson, n. j., j rtn . 17.— There was 
a large crowd gathered around the 
courthouse eageiiy awaiting the close 
of the trial of Walter 0. McAllster, 
William A. Death and Andrew J. 
Campbell, for the murder of Jennie 
Bosschieter, the silk mill employe. The 
accused men were apparently more 
hopeful Thursday morning than they 
had been at any time since the trial 
began. Before they were taken from 
the Jail to the courtroom they talked 
together and seemed to entertain the 
belief that their testimony had a fav- 
orable effect on the Jury, and that Kii- 
day at the latest would see them once 
more at liberty. 

As soon as court opened Assistant 
Prosecutor Ralph Shaw began his a I- 
dress to the jury. He said a killing 
that occurred in the perpetration of a 
felony constituted murder in the first 
degree. "We have learned," he con- 
tinued, "that Jennie Bosschieter was 
not quite IS years old. She is entitled 
to the presumption that she was a vir- 
tuous, honest and upright girl. There 
is no evidence to the contrary. H»r 
physical condition was such th.it she 
must have been aide to take two or 
three drinks without bud effect." lie 
gave a brief survey of the incidents 
of the evening and night of Oct. 18, 
as they were brought out by the wit- 
nesses for the state. In conclusion, Mr. 
Shaw said: "All the defendants are 
equally guilty as principals in this 
crime. The stories told by defendants 
on the witness stand proved a misera 
ble failure as a defense. Such a de- 
fense is worthy of no consideration. 
Their story is to be weighed by what 
they said before, no matter ' under 
what circumstances they told it. With 
these facts presented the state is com- 
pelled to ask you, putting aside all 
sympathy, but in the name of Justice, 
for a verdict of murder in the first 
degree." 

Judge Francis Seott made the clos- 
ing argument for the defense. 

Kerrell'v I'etiltoii Kef used. 

Columbus, O., Jan. 17.— The state 
board of pardons refused the applica- 
tion of Rosslyn Ferrell, who murdered 
Express Agent Lane, for commutation 
df death sentence to imprisonment for 
life. The board in an exhaustive re- 
port to the governor discusses the law 
and the testimony, the gist of its con- 
clusions being that no reason is given 
why the, board should intervene. The 
only hope now for Ferrell la an appeal 
to the governor from the decision of 
the board. In the report the three 
grounds in the petition, youth, previ- 
ous good conduct and good behavior 
since arrest are treated as one, and the 
report says the same might be said of 
every person executed in the electric 
chair in Ohio, with one exception. It 
is also declared that Ferrell could have 
been convicted without his confession. 
As to the plea of temporary insanity, 
the report shows that the crime was 
committed with full deliberation. 

Sequel to gnoottng WmlWSll 
Corbin, Ky., Jan. 17.— The blowing 
up of White's grocery where Holla 
White, who had shot James Shotwell, 
was awaiting officers to put him undl r 
arrest, was supposed to have caused 
the death of several persons. Mrs. Su- 
san Cox, an innocent bystander, was 
found dead from a bullet wound out- 
side the building. Sheriff Sutton and 
posse made a thorough search of the 
White premises. They found one deaJ 
body in the debris, that of Sutton 
Faris, a painter. In a rear room, not 
damaged by the explosion, they found 
the two White brothers and placed 
them under arrest. It is uncertain 
what further action will be taken by 
Shotwell's friends in the way of ven- 
geance. White had shot and fatally 
wounded James Shotwell for betag re- 
fused to keep company with Shotwell's 
daughter. 

Divorce Specialist Indicted. 
Buffalo, Jan, 17.— Bight indictments 
against David C. Fitzgerald, an attor- 
ney for subornation of perjury iu 
different divorce cases, were reported 
by tie grand Jury. During December 
reports of alleged Irregular action in 
certain divorce cases came to the no- 
tice of the supreme court, and Justice 
Hooker granted an order for Fitzger- 
ald's arrest, charging subornation of 
perjury. The information on which 
the warrant was Issued was sworn to 
by Mi-. Elizabeth Garllpp, who charg- 
ed that Fitzgerald procured a witness 



to swear fal6cly so that a divorce could 
be secured. One of the Indictments 
was based on this case.

sented by the defacto president. Castro. 
It is claimed that his agents a t 
threatening to seize the arms of the 
New York and Bermudez companies 
employes, which movement the Scor- 
pion is to prevent if she can resell tin- 
point of trouble in time. Stale de 
lartir.ent officials regret that the Cas- 
tro element is not meeting the ad- 
vances of the U&it*d States in what 
they consider a reasonable and concil- 
iatory spirit, but is showing a disposi- 
tion to resent the department's request 
that no arbitrary action be taken re 
specting the asphalt concessions until 
the incumbents have had an opp ^rfin- 
,ity to assert their legal rights in the 
matter. The aspect therefore is re- 
garded as unpromising for a speedy 
settlement, and the case will require 
to be handled with great delicacy in 
order to avoid an open rupture.

Since then the owners of 
50 of the bakeshops have refused to 
discharge their nonunion men or to 
make them Join the Hebrew bakers 
union, and this is the cause of the lat 
est strike.

This 
organization is not recognized by the 
United Hebrew Trades, and is looked 
upon as a "scab" union.

As scon as the lettOtfl con- 
vened Mr. Penrose presented the cre- 
dentials of Mr. Quay, which were read 
and placed on file. Mr. Penrose re 
quested that the oath of offl .e be ad- 
ministered to his coileagae. No ob- 
jection was offered and Mr. Penrost 
escorted Mr. Quay to the desk of Pies- 
ident Pio Tera I«rye. Be.ore taking tht 
o;,!h .Mr. Quay shook hands cordiawy 
with Mr. Frye. The presi lent pro tem 
previously had announced to the gal- 
leries thai no applause or demonstra- 
tions of approval or disapproval were 
permitted under the rules of the sen- 
ate. Thus no demonstration occurred 
when Mr. Quay had taken the oath. 
After he signed the roll he returned 
to his seat, where he was overwhelmed 
with congratulations. Within a few 
minutes hundreds of people had left 
the floor and galleries, the lloral offe 
ings disappeared from the chamber 
aud the senate resumed its routine.
